Says There Can Be 
No Neutrality In 
Fight On Evils 
Urges Fatima Pilgrims 


To Reconquer World 
For Blessed Virgin 


— — 


Vatican City, May 20 — (Radio, 
NC) — An “enlightened and con- 
vinced” one-hundred per cent Cath- 
olicism is needed in “this decisive 
hour of history” to defend the 
Kingdom of God against the for- 
ces of evil, and there can be no 
neutrals in that struggle, His 


Holiness Pope Pius XII said in a 
radio address to hundreds of 
thousands of pilgrims who attend- 
ed the crowning of the statue of 


Our Lady of Fatima at her shrine 
in Portugal. 


“With the crowning of the im- 
age of the Madonna,” the Holy 
Father said, speaking in Portu- 
guese, “you have enrolled yourself 
in a crusade for the conquest—the 
reconquest— of her Kingdom, 
which is God's Kingdom. 

“You have obliged yourselves 
to labor, so that she be loved, 
honored and served by you in the 
family, in the human society and 
in the world. 


“In this decisive hour of history, 
the Kingdom of evil, with infernal 
cunning, uses all means and all 
forces to destroy faith and mor- 
ality in God’s kingdom, There- 
fore, the sons of light, the sons 
of God, must use all means and 
give themselves wholly in defense 
of God's Kingdom, if they do not 
wish to *see ruins immeasurably 
greater and more disastrous than 
all the material ruins accumulated 
during the war, 


“In this war nobody can be 
neutral or undecided,” the Hoiy 
Father warned. There is need 
of a convinced and enlightened 
Catholicism: a Catholicism that is 
strong in the faith and its Com- 
mandments, strong in feelings and 
in action, in private and in pub- 
lie. There is need of one-hundred 
per cent Catholics,”

St. Joseph College 
Honors Three 
Alumni Bishops 


Rensselaer.—Eleven monsignori 
and 103 priests attended a simple 
ceremony in which three bishops— 
all alumni of St. Joseph’s College, 
received the honorary degree of 
Doctor of Laws from their Alma 
Mater here May 8. 

The prelates were the Most 
Revs. William R. Arnold, D.D., 
titular Bishop of Phocea and dele- 
gate to the Military Ordinariate in 

ew York; John G, Bennett, D.D., 
Bishop of the Diocese of Lafayette, 
and Henry J. Grimmelsman, D.D., 
Bishop of the Diocese of Evans- 
ville, Ind. 

The citations, read in the confer- 
ring af the degree, lauded Bishop 
Arnold for his work as a military 
man, Bishop Bennett for his work 
as a pastor, and Bishop Grimmels- 
man for his work as an educator. 

Bishop Arnold, who was gradu- 
ated from St. Joseph’s in 1902, was 
assistant pastor from 1908 until 
1913 at St. Charles Borromeo, Peru 
Ind. Most of his military career, 
in 1913, was 
spent as chaplain in the Philippines 
and as director of chaplain’s 
schools in the United States. He 
became Chief of Army Chaplains 
in 1987 and was the first priest in 
the nation’s history to attain the 
rank of Major General. He retired 
from the Army in October, 19465, 
after 32 years of service. The same 
month, he was consécrated bishop 
in St. Patrick’s Cathedral, by the 
Most Rev. Francis J. Spellman, 
archbishop of New York. 

Bishop Bennett, who was gradu- 
ated from St. Joseph’s in 1909, 
was assistant pastor at St. Pat- 
rick’s Church, Ft. Wayne, from the 
time of his ordination in 1914 un- 
til 1927, when he became pastor 
of St. Joseph’s Church, Garrett. 
He retained this appointment until 
January 10, 1945, when he was con- 
secrated bishop of the newly es- 
tablished diocese of Lafayette. 

Bishop Grimmelsman, also a 
member of the class of 1909, stu- 
died at Innsbruck, Austria, and was 
later rector of Josephinum Col- 
lege, Worthington, Ohio, prior to 
his consecration December 21, 
1944, at which time he became 
bishop of the newly-founded dio- 
cese of Evansville.

School’s Service Praised 


Notre Dame—High tribute to the 
wartime achievements of the Uni- 
versity of Notre Dame was paid by 
Fleet Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, 
U. 8. N., Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, in a speech here May 15, ac- 
cepting an Honorary LL.D. degree 
from Notre Dame. 

The occasion was the fifth spe- 
cial convocation in the 104 year 
history of Notre Dame, and the 
first since the present Pope, His 
Holiness Pope Pius XII, then Car- 
dinal Pacelli, was similarly hon- 
ored by Notre Dame in 1936. More 
than 3,500 faculty members, stu- 
dents and invited guests crowded 
the Notre Dame Naval Drill Hall 
to watch Admiral Nimitz receive 
the degree from the Most Rev. J. 
Hugh O’Donnell, C. S. C., president 
of Notre Dame. Two members of 
the hierarchy, the Most Rev. John 
F. Noll, D.D., Bishop of Fort 
Wayne, Ind., and the Most Rev. 
William Arnold, D.D., former Chief 
of Chaplains with rank of Major 
General, United States Army, also 
were present. 

In zreepting the honor, Admiral 
Nimitz said that he did so “with 
gratitude in behalf of those thou- 
sands upon thousands who labored 
and suffered to bring victory in the 
Pacific, as a symbol of Notre 
Dame’s appreciation for their toil 
and accomplishment.” 

“Few institutions, not excepting 
the two great service academies, 
have contributed more than Notre 
Dame in preparing young men for 
the arduous and dangerous duty 
of driving a cunning and powerful 
enemy back across the sea,” he 
added. “There are nearly 12,000 
men who can speak proudly of 
having won their commissions in 
the Navy at this great university 


“Somehow, in the crowded hours 
of their preparation for the grim 
business of war, they absorbed not 
only Notre Dame’s traditional 
fighting spirit, but the spiritual 
strength, too, that this University 
imparts to all, regardless of ‘creed, 
who came under its influence.” 

Father O’Donnell, in introducing 
the Admiral, said that Notre Dame 
“rejoices with you in what you 
have accomplished, knowing that 
the perspective of history must 
constantly enhance the magnitude 
of your achievements.” 

Asserting that “our approach to 
the postwar is wrong,” Father O’- 
Donnell declared that there was 
too much emphasis on “expediency” 
and not enough on “principle.” 

Admiral Nimitz was accompanied 
on his visit to Notre Dame by his 
aide, Commander E. B. Fluckey, of 
Washington, D.C., holder of the 
Congressional Medal of Honor for 
his exploits as commanding officer 
of the Submarine, the U. S. 8. 
Barb, in the Pacific. 


Notre Dame, Ind., May 22— 
Frank W. Leahy, Head Football 
Coach and Director of Athletics 
at the University of Notre Dame, 
gained revenge for the trim- 
mings he took on the horseshoe 
courts of Pearl Harbor in 1944 
from Fleet Admiral Chester W. 
Nimitz, now Chief of Naval Op- 
erations, when he beat the Ad- 
miral three out of four games 
at Notre Dame on May 15. 

Admiral Nimitz, who received 
an honorary doctor of law de- 
gree at Notre Dame, first en- 
countered Coach Leahy on the 
horseshoe courts when Leahy was 
stationed at Pearl Harbor as a 
lieutenant in the Navy, The Ad- 
miral consistently won over 
Leahy in the Pacific matches. 

Leahy teamed alternately dur- 
ing the match at Notre Dame 
with Madiii Gartiser, of Webster 
Grove, Mo., who was a Navy 
flier during the war and now is 
a halfback candidate on the 
Notre Dame football team, and 
Bill Vangen, of Bell, Calif., who 


served in the submarine forces 


for 52 months during the war and 
now is a center candidate on the 
Trish grid squad. Admiral Nim- 
itz teamed with John Mangen, 
University chauffeur for the past 
36 vears and who is the unofficial 
horseshoe champion at Notre 
Dame. Leahy and his partners 
won three out of four games, 
15-21, 21-10, 21-18 and 21-18.

They = now Not The Church 


ae Millions Are Unfriendly To Her Because They Have Been Deceived By Her Enemies 


Ir vou ask why millions of Americans along with millions in some 
other nations remain unfriendly towards the Catholic Church, 
and to a great extent towards Catholic people, to us the answer 
is easy. 
If five years of steady adverse propaganda were able to change 
the friendliness of millions toward certain nationals into hatred, is 
it surprising that propaganda of four centuries duration, designed 
to keep people prejudiced against the Catholic Church, should have 


has been waged not only by Protestanism, but even more by the 
spirit of the world, declared by Christ to be “at enmity with God”; 
and by every irreligious, and politically subversive organization. 
Let us briefly depict these three sources of propaganda as 
they are currently at work designed to. instill or strengthen anti- 
Catholic prejudices. 


Protestant Misrepresentation 


I. How far is Protestantism guilty? People are still taught 
in Protestant churches, in Sunday schools, in books and pamphlets 
widely circulated, that Catholics are forbidden to read the Bible, 
that they bestow divine honors on Mary, placing her above Christ, 
that they purchase Indulgences, that they pay for Masses, that 
they believe in salvation by good works alone independently of 
Christ’s merits, that they seek to destroy our nation’s public 
school system, that they believe in the damnation of all non-Cath- 
olics, that they do not recognize Protestant marriages and hold 
children born of them to be illegitimate, etc., etc. 


Not one of these accusations is true, but they have been re- 
peated so frequently and widely for four centuries, and are even 
now taught as doctrine in sectarian schools and in Sunday schools 
quite generally, that they cannot help generating unfriendliness, 
if not enmity. Where Catholics are numerous these charges are 
often challenged, and many Protestants, particularly the intellec- 
tuals among them, suspecting their accuracy, take pains to make 
an investigation of their own. 


In that investigation they not only learn the truth about 
Catholic teaching concerning the Mass, the Eucharist, Penance, 
Purgatory, Devotion to Mary, but they also learn that four-fifths 
of all Christians in the world today believe as Catholics do; and 
that until four centuries ago all Christians believed as Catholics 
do today. Doctrines and practices shamefully misrepresented as 
“superstitious” or unbiblical“ were, in their Catholic meaning, 
held and followed by the Christians of the first centuries who, by 
the millions, gave up their lives for their faith. 


them high Protestant clergymen, some of them their nation’s 
famed literary men, some of them leaders in business and the 
professions, some of them professors of history at great univer- 
sities who, after impartial research, embraced the Catholic Church, 
often against their own inclinations, and practically always against 
the pleas of their relatives and friends. 


Truth Leads To Conversion 


What do you suppose converted Gilbert Chesterton, the late 
scholarly English author of more than seventy books? Cardinal 
Newman, professor, clergyman, and literateur of Oxford? John 
Moody, the financier of New York City? More than half of the 
ablest literary men of England at this time? Professors of history 
at Columbia, Princeton, Harvard, New York and other universi- 
ties? 

Every parish priest has instructed many non-Catholics and 
has learned from these inquirers themselves, how fantastic the 
things they had been taught, how distorted their concept of Cath- 
olic faith and practice. Such people can hardly retain respect for 
the clergymen who so grossly deceived them. 

You will probably better comprehend how a state of pre- 
judice once created and then fostered by every agency of publicity 
for a number of years, not to say centuries, can become so deep-

His Eminence Bernard 
Cardinal Griffin, Archbishop of 
Westminster, read prayers for Bis- 
hop Challoner’s beatification, and 
sprinkled the new coffin with holy 
water. 


The following day the body of the 
great Bishop, who had once been 
sought through the streets of Lon- 
don by a howling, blood-lusting 
mob, was honore J at a Mass offered 
for the conversion of England and 
for his beatification, in the pres- 
ence of the British Hierarchy and 
a large congregation. 


The Bishop’s remains ‘were 
brought from Milton to London by 
road. Permission for their removal 
had been obtained from the British 
Home Office and from the Protes- 
tant Bishop of Oxford after long 
negotiations. 


- In the old parish register of Mil- 
ton, an entry, dated January 2, 
1781, reads: “Buried the Rev. 
Richard Challoner, a Popish priest 
and Titular Bishop of London and 
Salisbury, a very pious and good 
man of great learning and exten- 
sive abilities.“ 

Bishop Challoner as Vicar Apos- 
tolic of London exercised episcopal 
jurisdiction over all the clergy and 
faithful in the then British Colo- 
nies in America and the West In- 
dies. ‘Shortly after his appointment 
as Vicar Apostolic he suggested 
to the Vatican a separate Ameri- 
can Vicariate because contacts were 
very difficult and information 
vague. According to reports com- 
ing to him, he related, there were 
5,000 Catholics with 12 priests in 
Maryland and 2,000 Catholics with 
four priests in Pennsylvania. Cath- 
olics were being suppressed in other 
areas, he reported. 


The 16 American priests contin- 
ued to apply to Bishop Challoner 
for faculties even after the Colo- 
nies had obtained their independ- 
ence by the Revolutionary War, 
and Bishop Challoner retained the 
position of ecclesiastical superior 
until his death in 1781. 

Bishop Challoner, Vicar Apos- 
tolic of the London district for 
nearly 50 years at a time when 
Catholicism had reached its lowest 
ebb after years of ruthless perse- 
eution, was in constant danger of

cated in Soviet-occupied northern 
Korea. 

The reputed killing occured last 
November, only a few hundred 
miles from here, but communica. 
tions are so restricted within and 
from the Soviet-occupied zone that 
this is the first word of the tragedy 
to reach here. 

For the safety of the Benedic. 
tine community in northern Korea. 
I must explain that I have not re. 
ceived this information from them, 
They are in danger and prudently 
refrain from Sending any message 
that might increase their difficyl. 
ties. But there are nearly 1,000 
refugees from the north crossing 
the border into the U. S.-occupied 
zone daily, so the news filters 


through im ‘the natural course of 
events. 

From trustworthy sources now 
on the south side of the 38th Par. 
allel,. I have learned the following 
details about the death of Father 
Farrenkopf and about persecutions 
which beset Catholics in the Se 
viet-occupied zone. 

A varty of Russian soldiers en- 
tered Father Farrenkopf's rectory 
last November and demanded his 
Altar wine. After a drinking ses- 
sion, they left the rectory. Local 
Catholics, anxious about Father 
Farrenkopf’s welfare, came to the 
house to see whether he was safe 
after the soldiers had gone. They 
searched the house but could not 
find him. 

A mound of freshly turned earth 
near the rectory attracted their 
attention. They dug up the spot 
and found Father Farrenkopf's 
hastily buried body. Wounds show 
that he had been slain. 

While Religious are not perse 
cuted directly as a general policy 
in the Soviet-oecupied zone, there 
are real and widespread indirect 
persecutions. It has been est- 
mated that at least half of the 
Catholic population of northern 
Korea has fled southward. 

The Russians are occupying the 
Church in Wonsan. They have 
asked for the Abbey and Convent, 
but as yet have not forced this 
issue, according to reports I have 
received. The priests cannot leave 
the monastery on mission duy 
without a permit. i

“Russo-hater: Anyone who does 
not wax enthusiastic over Stalin’s 
dictatorship.” 

“Russophobe: Anyone who doesn’t 
think the American Government is 
wrong and the Soviet Government 
right on every disputed issue be- 
tween the two countries.” 

“Security: A vague conception 
which gives the Soviet Union the 
right to unlimited expansion and its 
weaker neighbors the right to un- 
limited extinction. 

“Suspicion: One of the deadliest 
of sins, if aroused by Soviet aggres- 
sive actions. A highly praiseworthy 
quality, if applied to the motives 
and purposes of countries which 
try to check these actions.” 

“Treaty: An instrument which 
has binding force for other coun- 
tries, but which the Soviet Union 
may violate without exposing itself 
to legitimate criticism.” 


A Fair Share Of 
Industry's Earnings 


Communists and Communist sym- 
pathizers are continuing their 
smear campaigns against true 
Americans and overlook no oppor- 
tunity to discredit those whom they 
cannot win over to their Russia 
first policy. A case in point is the 
effort to represent Senator Burton 
K. Wheeler and others as tools of 
“big business” and foes of the 
working classes. In Wheeler's case, 
at least, the smear doesn’t seem 
to take. 

Wheeler has always been moti- 
vated by high principle and has 
Had the courage to express his 
convictions even when those con- 
victions were not popular. In the 
case of labor, his record is clear. 
He has opposed abuses in Unions, 
the influence far beyond their num- 
bers of Communist-directed mem- 
bers and organizers, but he has 
fought the workers’ battles for a 
fair share of the earnings of in- 
dustry. 

At the time of the discussion of 
the minimum wagé amendment 
Senator Wheeler said this: 

“ .. After all, a minimum of 
65 cents an hour means only ap- 
proximately $1,300 a year. Of 
course, notwithstanding the OPA, 
studies which have been made 
prove beyond a doubt that even a 
single person has difficulty in living 
on $1,300 a year in an urban area 
during the present era of high 
prices. How can we expect a fam- 
ily of three or four persons to live 
on such an income? Yet, I have 
heard Senators assert on this floor 
that it would be dangerous to the 
economy of America for families 
to have an income on which they 
could live decently. 

Jam not concerned about what 
some economists may have said 
about the pending proposal wreck- 
ing the economy of the United 
States. Today we must be con- 
cerned with the fact that no man 
and woman should be required to 
work for less than a living wage. 

“Let us be practical and realis- 
tic and remember that here in 
America millions of people are still 
undernourished, improperly cloth- 
ed, and without adequate shelter. 
When we rectify that situation 
there will be plenty of time in 
which to worry about the economic 
standards of people elsewhere. 

“It affects millions of workers, 
many of whom are merely existing, 
not living, in a period of unparal- 
leled prosperity. It (65 cents an 
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every day.” So the man retired 
without causing any argument. 

The by-word that Catholics no- 
toriously do not use the Bible 
never did have a foundation. This 
incident merely adds to the argu- 
ments refuting the false assump- 
tion. In his breviary, every priest 
has at hand, and daily uses, the 
eboice passages of the Bible. Fur- 
ther study will reveal that at every 
turn of Catholic life, in its devo- 
tions and practices the Bible is be- 
ing constantly used. Rather than 
mechanically print Bibles by the 
thousands and distribute them in 
every hotel room and steamer 
stateroom where they are seldom 
read but rather often used as 
weights or doorstops, Catholics 
have made the Bible a living book 
through their devotions and cus- 
toms. 


A brief study of the Bible in 
Catholic life will reveal this con- 
stant devout use of the Sacred 
Scriptures by Catholics.

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no bank account. They cannot save’ 
enough out of their weekly income 
to make substantial deposits. The 
result is they save nothing. They 
have no incentive to save. The 
credit union supplies that incen- 
tive. The credit union will take 
deposits as small as twenty-five 
cents. Other people in the neigh- 
borhood are accumulating savings 
by depositing such small amounts.

: Families acquire the habit of sav- 


ing. Wasteful families become 


thrifty. 


‘ Consider a different situation. 
a family should have a 


bank account. When some emer- 


gency or some need arises, 
they withdraw their money. Then 
they have no savings left, and fre- 


quently they just do not get around 


to putting that money back in the 
bank. 


Suppose that same family has 
savings in the credit union. When 
an emergency arises, they do not 
withdraw their savings. The 
credit committee urges them to 
draw a loan for the amount they 
need instead. They are given a 


: definite plan for paying back the 


wan on small installments at a 
low rate of interest. And the in- 
terest that they and others pay on 
loans comes back to them in the 
form of interest on shares invest- 
ed, since all profits in a credit 
union are divided among the 
shareholders. They still have their 
savings, and they are dealing with 
their fellow parishioners who 
handle their cases in a human and 
Christ-like manner. 


The heartaches, the disappoint- 
ments, the anxious cares of the 


iparish are confided to the credit 


committee. Of course, all informa- 
tion is strictly confidential. Some- 
times the applicant is persuaded to 
go to one of the priests. In that 
Way, personal problems are solved 
that otherwise might torture the 
applicant for years. Sudden deaths, 
operations, educations in- 
terrupted for lack of tuition money 
at the moment, all the emergencies 
of life send harassed souls to the 
eredit union. Each case is judged 
on its merits. The Committee’s 
judgment is a healthy mixture of 
sound business procedure and 
Christ-like charity. If the person 
in need is worthy- of a loan, he can 
be sure he will receive it. 


A person might come in for a 
loan to buy a new set of teeth. The 
dentist is charging $200, with pay- 
ment on time. The credit com- 
mittee finds that if cash were paid, 


ithe price would be $125. The per- 


gon gets a loan for one hundred and 
twenty-five dollars and is enabled to 
save seventy-five dollars. 


This is but a small part of the 
picture. The credit union’s activi- 
ties are coordinated with all. the 
other activities of the parish. Its 
teachings have been extended to 
the parochial school. Boys and 


igirls deposit their small savings 
with the union. 


In time, these 
sums mount up. They ean save 
enough to attend a Catholic high 
school, With the habit of saving 
which they have acquired through 
the credit union, during their high 
school years, they can save for their 
education in a Catholic college. 
They have money for clothes when 
they need them. They can help 
their parents in emergencies. Above 
al’ they have acquired habits of 
thrift will 


not found in the usual employment 
agencies. The parish employment 
bureau, with the credit union, acts 
as a reservoir of information, list- 
ing jobs openings and applicants. 
Often the job and the app are 
in the same apartment house. With- 
out the bureau and union they 
would never have gotten together! 
People who have apartments to 
rent tell the credit union what they 
have to offer. Those who are look- 
ing for apartments apply to the 
credit union. In this way much has 
been done to ease the hou sit- 
uation. The credit union and the 
St. Vincent de Paul Society also 
collaborate. When the credit com- 
mittee spots some person particu- 
larly in need, the St. Vincent de 
Paul Society steps in with its cor- 
poral works of mercy. 


It is one thing to preach virtues. 
It is another to provide the means 
of practicing those virtues. Through 
the credit union and its coordinat- 
ed activities, Our Lady of Mercy 
parish combines both. The Encycli- 
cals have been translated into ac- 
tion. For the people of this parish 
they are no longer merely pamph- 
lets to be read. Their application 
to the problems of life is practiced 
and understood. In the process, a 
close personal relation is establish- 
ed among the members of the par- 
ish and between the priests and the 
people. “I know mine and mine 
know me.“ It is the dream of every 
zealous pastor to see the day when 
these words of the Good Shepherd 
will apply to his parish, The credit 
union, not primarily of a religious 
nature, has been the means 
realizing this ideal, to a great ex- 
tent, at Our Lady of Mercy. 

Beginning with the credit union, 
Our Lady of Mercy parish has built 
uy’ a dynamic, integrated, well co- 
ordinated parish life. To the scof- 
fers who insist that the Catholic 
program is long on theory and 
short on action, its activities pre- 
sent a striking refutation. Its suc- 
cess should be proof to others that 
Catholic action can prosper on a 
parish basis in the midst of busy 
city life. Should other ishes 
study and put into practice Our 
Lady of Mercy’s program, we are 
certain that we would witness great 
progress in the restoration of the 
Christian Social Order.

seated that it is not amenable to reason—if you will read the 
following, written many years ago by Cardinal Manning of Eng- 
land, a convert to the Catholic faith: 

We live in a country which for three hundred years has been 
pervaded by a spirit of opposition to the Catholic Church. Every- 
thing round about us is full of antagonism to the Faith. 

“The whole literature of this country is written by those who, 
sometimes unconsciously, sometimes consciously, assume an atti- 
tude of hostility to it. I say, sometimes unconsciously, because, 
being born in that state, they often do so without being aware that 
they have received an heirloom of false principles and of false 
histories respecting the Holy Catholic Church. Without knowing 
it, they are perpetually incorporating them with what they write; 
so that the greater part of the literature of this country, which is 
in the hands of us all, contains a systematic contradiction of that 
which we believe. 

“The newspapers, which fill the whole country, day by day 
are animated by a spirit which is against us; and they are filled 
by details, and narratives, and correspondence, and they must for- 
give me if I say fables, fictions, fabrications, absurdities—any- 
thing that can pander to the morbid appetite, to the craving for 
scandals against Catholic institutions, Catholic priests, Catholic 


nuns.” 
The World Against The Church 

II. Christ foretold that His Church would be misunderstood, 
ill-treated, misrepresented and persecuted, and told His Apostles 
that they should “rejoice and be glad” because of this. He re- 
minded them that the world would act towards them as it acted 
towards Him; that it would even believe it would be doing a 
service to God by working for their destruction. We know what 
happened to Christ, innocent of any fault. We know what happened 
to millions of Christ's followers in the first three centuries because 
they would not conform themselves “to the spirit of the world.” 
Persecution, therefore, far from being evidence of anything 
seriously wrong with the Church, is rather a clear mark of its 
Divinity. 

Both St. John and St. James remind us that there will always 
be enmity between the worldly spirit and God, and therefore be- 
tween that same spirit and the Church of God. It is no sign there- 
fore, of Divine approval when other religions are not disturbed 
by the world, or that the world often uses them in its fight against 
the Catholic Church. St. John tells us in his first Epistle what 
characterizes the work. He writes: “For all that is in the world 
is the concupiscence of the flesh and the concupiscence of the eyes, 
and the pride of life, which is not of the Father, but is of the 
world” (II, 15-16). 

Organized Irreligion 

III. The organized persecutions of the Catholic Church have 
always been fostered by men who are controlled by those con- 
cupiscences. The atheistic, irreligious, immoral and subversive 
Organized groups wage their battle not against any Protestant 
organization, but solely against the Catholic Church, the inter-

Lisbon, May 20—(NC)—Portu- 
gal was saved the horrors of war 
through the intercession of the Im- 
maculate Heart of Mary, and as 
an act of thanksgiving to Our Lady 
the nation’s people must share some 
of the consequences of the war, His 
Eminence Emmanuel Cardinal Con- 
calves Cerejeira, Patriarch of Lis- 
bon, told the faithful in a statement 
on the world food crisis.
